BACKGROUND : 

By memorandum dated August 24> 1950, the Chicago Office f oi 
Bureau seven documents v/hich had been furnished by Mr* George Karpovich, aka George ^ 
Karp, 9827 South Carpenter Street, Chicago, IllJbiois* At the time Mr* Karpovich 
turned this material over to the Chicago Office he advised that -he had found the 
documents in the Crystal Ballroom of the Sherman Hotel, Chicago, at ^bout^t^P P*K#, 
on August 16, 1950.

The Chicago Office has advised that Ifr* Dan Murpl^, House Detective^ 
Shernan Hotel, had informed them, on Augiist 18, 1950, that the National Pood 
Distributors had held a conference in the Crystal Ballroom of the Hotel Sherman/\ 
on Augiist 16, 1950, at which conference Senator Joseph R. McCarthy was' a speaker*^^ 
An examination of the documents reflects^ that all the material contained ther^.rf'^'**----^ 
has previously come to the- attention of the Bureau in connection with the allegations 
by Senator McCarthy concerning Communists in the State Department ard has previously 
been appropriately tendled. The documents furnished by Mr* Karpovich appear to be 
material used *by ^nator McCarti^ in connection with his speech before the National 
Pood Distribufcoif^^onflerenc'e on August 16, 1950*

With regard to Document No. 1 listed above, it is noted that this 
document is identical with the ^^exhibit" which served as the basis for the Bureau ^s 
investigation in the case entitled "Unknown Subject, Source of Senator Joseph R» 
McCarti^^s Information Regarding Government Employees, Removal of Government Property, 
Loyalty of Government Employees*" (121-23278) 

Document No* 2 consists, of ten pages of miscellaneous material concerning 
Ambassador Riilip C# Jessup showing his purported relation with various Communist 
front organisations and containing copies of f otir checks reflecting contributions 
to the Institute of I^cif ic Relations by Frederick V. Field dmring the tixm Ambassador 
Jessup was supposedly connected Yd.th' the Institute of Pacific Relations* It is noted 
that a very thorough Loyalty ofHaOvernment Employees investigation has. been conducted 
concerning Jessup and the .allegations of association vrith all Communist front 
organisations listed in the atteched ^.material, as well as the contributions of 
Frederick Vanderbilt ^Fieid to the Institute of Pacific Relations, Have been fully 
explored dxuring the Bur eaife loyalty investigation of Dr* Jessup. (121-9893) 

Doctment No. 3 consists, of two; pages .of material. The first page 
reflects an article from.-the Nevr York Herald' Tribune dat^ June 22, 1950, and on 
the same page appears a reproduction of \an article' from the New York Times dated 
June 22, 1950, concerning: ^the ladings Committee ^sr^investigation of Senator McCarthy's 
charges- of Communists in the Sta-te Departments The,^ second page of the- document is 
a reproduction of a letter from you to ^Senator McCarthy dated July 10, 1950, informing 
him that the FBI had not as of that date made an examination of the 81 State Depart- 
ment loyalty files ai^ advising him that the Bureau was not in a position to make any 
statement 'concerning the completeness or incompleteness of the State Department files* 

Docxment No* 4-^ consists of fourteen pages of material concerning one ^CHew 
Hong and Dr» Kung Ch\:^h Chi in relation to the Owen lattimore case» It is noted 
that this identical infornation was previously furnished to the Bureau* Efforts to 
prove or disprove the allegation that 0?ren Lattimore "loaded*^ the Office of Yfar 
Inf onnation with pro-Cbmmuni^ts and anti-Chiang Kai-shek persoxuiel are at the present 
time being made in the lattdUaore case* (100-24628) The data concerning Chev/ Sih 
Hong arKi Dr« Chi, as well as the attached picture, is duplication of material already 
in possessioh^of the Bureau and Us therefore considered of no interest in so far as 
the Owen Lattimore case is concerned* 
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Dqcyment Mo* 5, Yrhich purports to be page thirty of a secret report 
prepared by ^Ke State Department Security Officer for' the head of the Security 
Division^^ contains the charts previously alleged by Senator McCarthy to have been 
prepared hy the FBI shearing the number of ^'agents, ^* "Commtmists^^^ "sympathizers^^ 
and "suspects** in the State Department as of ISay 15, 1947* This material has 
long since been in possession of the* Bureau and has been appropriately handled* 

Document Mo* 6 is a copy of a report dated June 10, 1947, from the Sub- 
Conmdttee of the Senate Appropriations Committee to Secretary of State George C* 
^rshall calling his attention to conditions which had reportedly developed and 
still flourish in the State Department under the administration of Dean Acheson* 
The report alleges that there was a deliberate, calculated program being carried 
out not only to protect Communist personnel in high places but to reduce security 
and intelligence protection to a nullity* This report appears to refer to Hamilton 
Robinson since he vras at one time head of the Office of Controls Sectt-on of the 
State Department and was a cousin of Robert T* Miller, III, a former State Department 
employee and a subject in the Gbregory case* 

Document Mo» 7 is a reproduction of a signed statement of I^ul E* Sullivan, 
former employee of the State Departn^nt, dated July 6, 1950, concerning his employ- 
ment with the State Department and alleged "stripping" of derogatory material from 
the State Dep^-tment personnel files* This signed statement has previously been 
made available to the Biireau and appears to be of no additional interest* 

ACTION ^ 

Photostatic copies of the sevea doctuaents mentioned above have been made ^ 
for the completion of the Bureau's files* Inasmuch as all the material contained 
herein has previously been made available to the Bureau ar^i appropriate action taken 
there appears to be no further action necessary concerning this material* Inasmuch \^ 
as the material was without doubt left in the Crystal Baljbroom of the Sherman Hotel 
by Senator McCarthy on the occasion of his speech on August 16, 1950, it is 
recommended that a representative of the Bureau contact Senator McCarthy and advise 
him of the/*' manner in which this material came into the possession of the Bureau* If 
it is definitely determined at that time that the material belongs to Senator-^McCarthy I 
it is further recommended that the material be returned to him* ^

Subsequent to ttie typing of the above memorandum a letter %ms received from 
the Chicago Office forwardix^g another coniplete set of seven documents identical with 
those listed above* No explanation was given by CMcago as to how they came into 
possession of this second set of documents* Hovevert the existence of more than one 
set of such documents indicates that the documents furnished by Mr. Karpovich were 
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I not' personal documents inadyententiy lef t in, the Shennfya Hotel Ijy Senator 
JMcOarttiy, lmir:4Hrota"bly doctucients ^icfchteJxad. prepared for distritrntion to 
the atidlence at the time of his; speech there^ oix Atisist,.16th»' % ..

Our Government has certain documents which I, as an interested 
citizen, would like to see. These have been kept secret from me, and fronn 
you, yet they must be known to our sworn enennies, the servants of the Soviet 
Union. I hope you will agree I am as entitled to these as was Mr. Jaffe of 
AMERASIA to the documents from John S. Service, The State Department 
approved Mr. Service's actions. I wrote Senator McCarthy asking hinm to re- 
quest them of Senator Tydings. Copy of letter enclosed. So far I have no 
answer. 




It occurs to me that if your Conamittee is authorized to ask sweeping 
and confidential information of taxpayers, you nnight also be authorized to ask 
specific data from our servants, the Executive departments> Hence I ana for- 
warding to you this letter to Senator McCarthy with a request for the docunaents 
enunaerated. I can assure you that each of the 17 enumerated actually exists. 



If public opinion is to have confidence in our President in this present 
crisis, it must know who disarnaed the free nations, who betrayed Poland and 
China, etc., etc. If the same people, or their proteges, are still guiding our 
destinies, we want to know. These 17 documents will make it clear to us and to 
the Governments of the rest of the world, who now fear the worst.
